2.  I  have  given  notice  of  the  present  application  for  an  ex 
parte  order  to  Counsel  for  plaintiff  in  the  following  manner: 

(a)  By  telephone  on  March  2,  1992,  I  personally  spoke  with 
and  advised  Andrew  H.  Wilson,  counsel  for  plaintiff,  and  advised 
him  that  it  was  my  intention  to  apply,  ex  parte,  for  an  Order 

allowing  defendant  to  file  a  memorandum  in  excess  of  15  pages  in 

opposition  to  plaintiff's  order  to  show  cause  re  preliminary 
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injunction. 


3.  I  received  the  following  response  to  said  notice:  Mr. 
Wilson  advised  me  that  there  was  no  objection  to  the  Court  issuing 
such  an  order. 

4.  The  reasons  such  an  order  is  necessary  are  as  follows: 

a.  On  February  4,  1992,  plaintiff  obtained  such  an 
order  with  respect  to  its  filing  a  memorandum  in  support  of  its 
order  to  show  cause  re  preliminary  injunction; 

b.  Since  the  hearing  on  the  order  to  show  cause  is  set 
for  March  6,  1992,  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  section  527  requires 
defendant's  opposition  papers  to  be  filed  and  served  on  or  before 
March  4,  1992; 

c.  Plaintiff  has  made  serious  accusations  regarding 
defendant  ARMSTRONG  which  span  a  number  of  years  and  raise  a 
number  of  significant  legal  issues  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
the  following: 

►  Provisions  of  the  settlement  agreement  violate 
public  policy  because  they  obstruct  justice  by  setting  up  a 
collusive  appeal,  set  up  the  manipulation  and  suppression  of 
evidence  in  cases  adverse  to  Scientology,  and  caused  the 
suppression  of  judicially  credible  facts; 

►  The  intended  effect  of  the  settlement 
agreement  is  to  allow  plaintiff  to  lie  about  ARMSTRONG  in  judicial 
proceedings  on  one  hand,  while  entitling  it  to  sue  him  if  he  were 
to  respond,  on  the  other; 

►  Were  this  Court  to  grant  the  injunctive  relief
